( By United Frets.) 
Ind ianapolis, Ind ., Sept. 19.—Ne­ 
cessity for making u se of prod u cts 
which hav e not been generally re­ 
cognized as hu man food in the past 
was emphasized by Dr. H. E. B ar­ 
nard , pu re food and d ru g commis­ 
sioner for Ind iana, tod ay . He said : 
“When the wheat 
crop of 
this 
cou ntry and of the world is almost 
certain to be scanty , when the d e­ 
mand s for food ev en in this land of 
plenty is so great that high prices 
ru le the market, it is time for stu d y 
of the 
possibilities for u sing 
ou r 
home grown prod u cts here-to-fore 
u nu tilized . A man of ex perience re­ 
cently remarked that he had plant­ 
ed a large part of his gard en with 
field corn and had intend ed to bu y 
a coffee mill with which to grind it 
in ord er that he might feel secu re 
against famine and prohibitiv e pric­ 
es. 
His hearers smiled becau se he 
is well-to-d o and u sed to comfort­ 
able liv ing, bu t there was something 
more than jocose ex trav agance in 
what 
he said . 
He had 
trav eled 
wid ely and observ ed with interest 
the grains men u sed for their staple 
food . 
With the possible ex ception 
of wheat and rice he had nowhere 
fou nd so palatable and nu tritiou s a 
grain as Ind ian corn. 
Ev en at pre­ 
sent prices a su fficient amou nt of 
corn for u se on the 
family table 
once or twice ev ery d ay can be had 
for a mod erate su m. Grou nd coarse 
in a cheap hand mill or ev en in a 
coffee mill it is the hominy or samp 
of New England ancestors. 
When 
it is sifted the finer jneal which it 
su pplies can be u sed for corn bread , 
hasty pu d d ing or the corn pone and 
spoon bread of the Sou th,the coars­ 
er hominy after being cov ered ! witij

BARNARD RECOMMENDS CORN 


Many Appetizing Dishes Can Be 


Made And It Is Wholesome As 


Well 


(By United Press.) 


' Indianapolis, Ind., Sept. 19.—Ne- 
cessity for making use of products 
which have not been generally re- 
cognized as human food in the past 
was emphasized by Dr. H. E. Bar- 
nard, pure food and drug commis- 
sioner for Indiana, today. He said: 


"When the wheat 
crop of 
this 


country and of the world is almost 
certain to be scanty, when the de- 
mands for food even in this land of 
plenty is so great that high prices 
rule the market, it is time for study 
of the possibilities for using 
our 


home grown products here-to-fore 
unutilized. A man of experience re- 
cently remarked that he had plant- 
ed a large part of his garden with 
field corn and had intended to buy 
a coffee mill with which 'to grind it 
in order that he might feel secure 
against famine and prohibitive pric- 
es. His hearers smiled because he 
is well-to-do and used to comfort- 
able living, but there was something 
more than jocose extravagance in 
what 
he said. 
He had 
traveled 


widely and observed with interest 
the grains men used for their staple 
food. 
With the possible exception 


of wheat and rice he had nowhere 
found so palatable and nutritious a 
grain as Indian corn. Even at pre- 
sent prices a sufficient amount of 
corn for use on the 
family table 


once or twice every day can be had 
for a moderate sum. Ground coarse 
in a cheap hand mill or even in a 
coffee mill it is the hominy or samp 
of New England ancestors. 
When 


it is sifted the finer meal which it 
supplies can be used for corn bread, 
hasty pudding or the corn pone and 
spoon bread of the South,the coars- 
er hominy after Jbeing covered JtitlJ 
water so -that the hulls of the grain 
may rise and be skimmed off should 
be cooked until 
each 
particle is 


thoroughly done. This product can 
then be eaten with milk or fried and 
served with syrup. 


"Besides camp and Indiana meal 


there is the hulled corn of New Eng-. 
land or "big hominy" of the south. 
To make it the corn in first boiled 
with an alkali. 
'Wood ashes were 


once used but baking soda will do 
as well, and washed in five or six 
waters. In the process the alkali is 
removed, the hulls come away, the 
grains swell and provide a capital 
dish when properly salted and eaten 
with milk or served with the meat 
course. 


"Children almost always li'ke dish- 


es made from corn 
and the man 


whose appetite 
has not 
been top 


greatly satisfied realizes what Emer- 
son meant in saying "wholesome as 
maize." 


"The sweet corn which is growing 


in our gardens beyond our present 
needs should be picked while still 
green and the kernels cut 
off and 


dried over a 
slow fire_ The corn 


may be allowed to ripen on the stalks 
and then shelled in /mid-winter it 
may (be ground 'in a hand mill and 
used in many 'helpful ways. 


"This is a good year, in which to 


get acquainted with corn, the most 
valuable of all our crops. The acre- 
age our patriotic farmers 
planted 


last spring is by far the largest in 
our history. 
We should use it in- 


stead of wheat flour 'in every possi- 
ble way."
